1.102 is. according to the Jewish calen- 
dnr. a l>eap Year. As the Jews use 
limar time instead of solar time, like 


the Christians, they had one month to 
their year instead of one day. 


In Amurica, ivh?rc the members of 


the Jewish denomination are divided 
into the orthodox and the reformed 
ponjjreerations. there are some minor 
differences iu the manner 
of 
cele- 


brating the occasion. 
In ail of them 


the ancient ceremony of blowing the 
shofar, or ram's horn, is still used. In 
ihe ortbdox 
congregations, which 


ciins most tenaciously to the old-time 
ritual, one of too customs is for the 
men to appear in the temples wearing 
shrouds to typify the significance ot 
the day as a reminder of death. This 
part of the ritual is not now used in 
tnft reformed temples.

Authority in the Mess, But An- 


other Meeting Will be 


Held Soon. 


Washington, Oct. 1.— At the tem- 


porary White House. President Roose- 
velt WES In conference with Attorney 
General Knox, Secretary Moody, Post- 
master General Payne and other ad- 
visers. Way's and means to end tile 
anthracite strike wore discussed. The 
general opinion of the advisers of tiia 
president was that the situation did 
not present a case in which there 
could be federal interference by any 
warrant of law. There has been ac 
interference with federal authority in 
the mining recion either by the stop- 
page of the mails or resistance of the 
United States court process. 
It was 


pointed out that there was no occasion 
for the use of federal troops, as Gov- 
ernor Stone of Pennsylvania had not 
called on the government for assist- 
ance nor had he even exhausted the 
resources of the state try caning out 
the full strength of the state militia, 
The question of the right to ss*?l; ap- 
pointment of receivers for the rain^s 
!n order that they ra2ght be operated 
was discussed, but neither in the con- 
stitution nor in any known law could 
any legal warrant be found for such 
action, though the discussion on such 
lines even went so far as the consii'l 
eration of how the properties could 
be relinquished and control surren- 
dered after the object i'f supplying 
coa! had been accepted, assuming the 
federal government could only inter- 
vene through receivers. The tenor of 
the whole discussion was to the effect 
that there was a lack of the power in 
Lhe federal administration to take any 
action at the present stage of the 
strike, although the seriousness of the 
coal famine- nowand the much greater 
evils soon to follow were considered 
at length, and with a wish to discover 
some method of ending the industrial 


Another conference will be held at 


which time Secretary Root, who has 
been in New York, will be present. It 
s understood that the visit of Secre- 
tary Root to New York was for the 
purpose of consulting prominent busi- 
ness me.n on the subject. 


The Detroit Meeting. 


Detroit. Oct. 1.— The telegraphic in- 


vitations sent out by Mayor William 


Maybary to governors of a number 


of states and the mayors of the prin- 
cipal cities in the east, middle west 
smi northwest, askins Utem to send 
delegations to participate in a nation- 
al conference on the coal strike, have 
met with a number of acceptances 
and the proposed conference bids fair 
to be a tremendous gathering.

standpoint of the guardians of peace- 
are very satisfactory. No trouble oc- 
curred, being due, it is said, to the> 
.'act that no effort was made to move 
any cars other than those carrying the- 
mails. The action of the New Orleans. 
street railway companies in causing 
the arrest of officers aa<l members of 
the union and seeking the interven- 
tion of the federal courts, while thi> 
local authorities had shown that they 
were fully equal to cope with the sit- 
uation, has apparently intensified pub- 
lic sympathy for the strikers.

v.is under a fuli head of water. The 
Tenter will press the canvas against the 
sides and bottom of the ditch, so that 
none can escape. To remove the cloth 
take hold of one end of the scantling 
and pull slowly upstream. 


A metal dam or "tappoon" is on some, 


accounts preferable to the cloth, and it, 
too. is readily made. Heavy sheet iron 
is cut into si.'inicirenlar shape, am! the 
fitraisht edsu is securely fastened be- 
tween two narrow strips of wood by 
carriage bolts which pass through the 
strips and through holes punched in 
the iron sheet, or It may be more 
cheaply inude by securely nailing the 
iron to one side of a single thicker strip 
of wood, like a piece of scantling. 
These metal dams arc made of differ- 
ent sizes according to the ditch in 
which they are to be used, their diam- 
eter !.".?!!!£ a little more than the width 
of the ditch, us the edges must be 
pushed down a little way into the 
earth of the ditch banks and bottom. 
They are placed in the ditch nt or near 
the point where it ia desired to turn out 
the water. These metal dams are also 
used in the openings in the banks of 
ditches either to close them when 
checks are full or to partly close them 
and still permit part of the stream to 
enter the check to balance the soaking 
away. They are made with sliding 
gates to be used when part of the 
stream is to be, allowed to pass through 
for any purpose. 


Wooden dams are of much use in 


quite small ditches ar.tl as gates for 
handling small overflows Into checks. 


Flux In th» North-Trent. 


If flnxseed will bring the farmer 


from $1 to $2 more per acre than will 
wheat or other crops, he should grow 
It. Of course, like all other grain sold 
off the farm, it removes fertility from 
the land. In the northwest, where the 
main crop grown Is spring wheat, the 
following rotation of crops will IMJ 
found very practical, and where diver- 
sified farming prevails It will be profit- 
able and may cover a period of five or 
six years: First year sow flux, to be 
followed by wheat, oats and wheat If 
possible to do so, give a top dressing of 
barnyard manure tho third year before 
tho wheat is sown. Sow along with the 
wheat six to eigut pounds of timothy 
w.'il por acre, to be cut for hay one or 
two seasons. Or it may be pastured 
with K«od results if desired. Where 
corn is a profitable crop it can follow 
wheat Instead t>f sowing grass «eed. 
The ti.ix then comes into the rotation 
ag::in. but the corn must be cut and 
land plowed again bt-t'ore it can be 
sown to tlux, ;»H the corn stuliMe would 
otherwise interfere with the cutting of 
flax crop, which must nwessurlly 1* 
cut <|nite low. Hsnvy increased acre- 
ftge the present xenson will without 
doubt lend loan overproduction of flux- 
seod, and then will coine a period of 
rulnonidy low price* «a n nwult. When 
the time com en that the utlllauttlon of 
the finx nbff from t'"- conrne straw, 
grown Ihlniy fi>r *wd.

I 
New York. Oct. 1.—Lieutenant Com- 


mander William V. Bronaugh of t*« 
United State* navy committed suicid* 
on the battleship Kmraarge at th« 
navy yard by blowing out hi* brain* 
with a revolver.
